Decisions of the Grand Commander of Illinois, 

H.C, Ranney.) 

Elections must be held at time speci- 
fied in the by-laws, nor is it competent 
for a majority to change the time of lrold- 
ing elections, save inthe manner pre- 
scribed by the by-laws themselves. 

By-laws to be valid, #ust be approved 
by the superior body, and noamendment 
is valid until #0 approved, 

Ifan election is held atany other time 
than that prescribed by the by-laws, it is 
illewal and void, and the old officers must 
hold over until the next annual conclave, 
unless the Grand Conmmander = sees fit to 
authorize a special election. 

Amendments to by-laws must lay over 
from one regular meeting to another, and 
if adopted, are not legally binding until 
approved by the Grand Commandery, 
The only exception to the latter part of 
this rule relates to revenue, a Command- 
ery having the right to amend their by- 
rewarding fees for the orders, pro- 
vided they do not contlict with the Con- 
stitutional charge; and they may also 
advance or reduce their yearly dues, 
withdut the approval of the superior 
body. 

* *A commandery U, D. has no mem- 
bers; it is not required to pay dues on 
Sir Knights other than those created, 
aud strictly speaking has no by-laws 
until the form on which they unite is 
approved by a superior body. Previous 
to that approval, are more appro-
